minutes of the association's first meet-| 


ing, which, Reed said, included a 
clause pledging all concerned to “deal 
generously” with the warehousemen. 

The association was formed. Ralph 
N. Barker became director of ware- 
houses and began buying them up. 
Reed charged that before he got 
through, Barker bought 119 burley 
warehouses for $2,000,000 more than 
they were worth; paid a man named 
Stone $250,000 for a warehouse worth 
$125.000: bought two other ware- 
houses worth $70,000 for $150,000, 
and paid J. W. Kehoe $140,000 for a 
warehouse worth $50,000. 

Then, Reed said, the control of the 
burley association was placed in the 
hands of a board of five, four mem- 
bers of which had been warehousemen

Other Cases of Court Collusion. 

Lying before me are reports of 
other cases in which courts colluded 
with the outlaws to beat the law.

The 
cases were continued and continued

The idea I intended the term to 
eonvey is this: When you or your doc- 
tor or an innocent bystander guess 
you are coming down with one of the 
common respiratory infections, you 
admit that you think so and you ad- 

it that you don’t know as yet just 
what you have caught, and consequent- 
ly you can give the bystander no as- 
surance as to what he may catch from 
you, if you call it the cri. You give 
{sir notice, fair warning, to all who 
may associate with you that they must 
keep out of your range or come with- 
in range at their own peril You 
play the game faily. You do not ped- 
dle samples of your infection under 
cover of the pretense that it is “just 
a little cold.” 

When you think of cri you must 
understand and acknowledge that God 
only knows what is going to be, and 
accordingly, it is a good health policy, 
discretion, common sense, to avoid un- 
necessary exposure to the cri. 

The way to avoid it is simply to keep 
outside of the range of the individual 
whp has it. The range is not to ex- 
ceed five feet in the spray of con- 
versation, but the range increases to 
1G or 12 fe>t if the individual sneezes 
or coughs without covering nose. and 
mouth. Minute droplets of moisture 
or secretion shooting out in the form 
ot a more or less invisible spray carry 
the germs of the cri, whether it turns 
out to be flu, diphtheria, coryza, 
measles or whatnot.

Many hundreds of heavy volumes 
have been written upon the material- 
istic interpretation of history.

The materialistic revolution, with its 
discoveries and inventions, has in two 
important ways already enormously 
altered the status of woman. In the 
first place, it has absorbed millions ef 
women into positions that pay down- 
ward from a living wage upward to a 
splendid competency, In the second 
place, the revolution has altered every 
phase of woman’s married life that 
touches the domestic economy of her 
household; to mention a few items, 
cannéd and preserved foods, kitchen 
and household appliances, and the in- 
evitable delicatessen store, 


consequences of the materialistic revo- 
lution (invention, material discovers, 
industrial development, etc.), as I see 


them, and in so far as they affect the 
entirely new marriage relation of the 


future, are as follows: 


First. The complete disappear- 
ance of the material home as we at 
present know it, viz, a certain num- 
ber of rooms requiring daily per- 
sonal care. Whatever the future 


suBstitute for the home may be, 
all this labor will be either elimi- 
nated or be performed by inven- 
tion. 

Second. The practical, if not- 
complete, elimination of all house- 
hold labor in the preparation and 
service of food. 

Third. Woman accepted by the 
traditions of a century preceding 
as a co-worker with, and rival of, 
man out in the affairs of the world. 

Fourth, Equal opportunities with 
men in all occupations at which 
women are physically equipped to 
compete on equal terms. Equal 
pay for equal work. 


Stated in a most general way, the 
foregoing is the basis of concrete fact 
upon which marriage of a hundred 
years hence will be founded. Upon 
this basis a long book could be written 
describing conditions on 2026. The 
book’s outstanding points about the 
new marriage of that period are, of 
course, the points at which this preseut 
little article is directed.

Do you believe that religious in- 
struction shoul] be given in our 
publie schools? If so, why? 

I do. and fer the following rea- 
sons: The sc darity of ‘he republic 
is its prime essential. A self-gov- 
erning nation which has no common 
mind and purposes is organically un- 
sound, But the solidarity to which 
I refer is neither intellectual nor po- 
litical. It consists in those spiritual- 
ities which gurpass knowledge or leg- 
islation and’ constitute the genius of 
any people. 

It may Le urged that religion is a 
separative force. Yet can it af- 
firmed that either education or polities 
have surpassed religion as unifying 
forces? On the contrary, I do not 
discern. any association betweem. demo- 
cratic unity and the absence of reli- 
gious discipline. This condition oft- 
to crass individualism rather 
than the community spirit and the 
civic virtues, 

I am aware of the inestimable sery- 
ice rendered to the state by the pub- 
lic school. and it still bas a bound- 
less significance for good, Never- 
the Jess many of its ardent supporters 
ask if the concessions made by institu- 
tional religion to the prevailing the- 
ory of American education. promote 
the benefit of either. They wonder

Consider also the tendency among 
us to get on, whoever falls off, to 
shift responsibility from the individ- 
ual to the state, to place a premium 
on financial success, to procure the 
maximum of self-indulgence at the 
minimum of personal risk: If these 
are the results in part of secular ed- 
ucation it is not surprising that it is 
challenged by thoughtful citizens whose 
intelligence and patriotism cannot be 
questioned.

Mr. Ford peinted out Tuesday that 
all of the lots in Oakland cemetery, 
which is owned by the city, were ex- 
hausted three years ago, and that 
there now remains no place for burial 
except in privately-owned cemeteries. 

“There are many people,” said Mr. 
Ford, “who actually cannot afford the 
prices that are asked for the lots in 
these privately-owned cemeteries. 
These lots, in most cases, range from 
$1.500 to SLSOO each, which makes 
them practically prohibitive to persons 
of average means, 

“I do not prepose that the city en- 
ter the real estate business: nething 
is further from my thoughts than that. 
Rut it does seem to me that some 
place should be provided wherein per- 
sons of average means’ could bury 
their dead without excessive expense. 

“Such a place was provided in the 
Oakland cemetery, but the city has 
had no municipally-owned cemetery 
since the lots there were exhausted 
three years ago. I feel that the city 
should purchase, therefore, some suit- 
ably located cemetery and make “%t 
available to persons of average 
means. 

Mr. Ford said he had no definite 
tract of land in mind, but that he was 
conducting an investigation to deter- 
mine just where such a cemetery 
should be located and conter-=lated 
bringing the matter to the attention 
of council at an early date.
